Two 

rooms on either side  of central hallway on first floor with a flight 

of  stairs at rear of each pair of rooms from the hall to the  single 

room on second floor.    This room has cove  ceiling. 

Four square Doric masonry stuccoed columns support 

wood entablature and pediment. 
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
